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T took probably ten days for news of the assassination of Julius Caesar to reach Octavian, his adopted heir, the 
future Emperor Augustus, in Illyria. Nineteen centuries later it still required two days for the report of the 


defeat of Napoleon at Waterloo to arrive at Downing Street. Indeed, until almost our own times news could 
travel only at the best speed of horse and sail. 


Nations live, in space, close together, but in time—and time is the real measure of distance—they have 
hitherto lived far apart, locked up in their own frontiers, knowing little of one another, either by contact or hearsay; 
little chance was there for quarrelling or fighting, at least on any considerable scale; neighbors were too far away. 


Now what has happened? The aeroplane and radio have literally annihilated distance. We can leave 
Montreal in the morning by plane and be in Vancouver in the evening. We can hear the voice of the Premier of 
Australia before that same voice has reached the back of the hall in which he is speaking. 


Suddenly the whole world has become our neighbor, rubbing shoulders with us, crowding us, crudely 


envious of our possessions. It feels strange to find yellow, brown and black people jostling us. We don't like 
their ways and we find it hard to accept them as intimate neighbors. 







| wonder if this is partly why our world seems so confused and quarrelsome 
at present. Distance, which used to fence off nation from nation, has ceased to be. We 


meet the foreigner face to face; to our surprise he does not always like us and sometimes 
does not hesitate to say so. 


Perhaps these present contentions will have to go on till we and our new near 
neighbors learn to live together, until we get the beams out of our own eyes, and then 
possibly we shall see more clearly to pluck the motes out of our brothers’ eyes. 


Where is this process of patience and tolerance to begin? Obviously, with 
the intellectually free, with the intelligentsia, amongst whom | hope and believe the

The curricula are designed to take full advantage of the 
courses in departments which serve other faculties and 
schools and to provide the special courses necessary to a 
knowledge of the fundamentals of engineering and _archi- 
tecture. 


The objective of the faculty is to provide sound profes- 
sional education as a basis for practical training after gradu- 
ation and ultimate admission to the professions of engineer- 
ing and architecture.

IT seems but yesterday that the first members of Class “38, clutching 
number slips, meekly faced the registration desk in Convocation Hall. 
How strange it all seemed! The Sophomores, however, soon took 
steps to make us feel at home.

But not for long. Class '38:soon turned from them and established its own identity. When Dr. Sonet 
consented to be our Honorary President, we felt sure of success in great things to come. We jumped into 
activities, perhaps not wisely but too well. Track and Senior Rugby canvassed our ranks, the Gateway 
investigated, the Debating Society lured us in, the Dramatic Society was deluged by freshmen, the Phil- 
harmonic rejoiced. There was hardly a branch of extra-curricular activity that did not count Class °38 on 
its roster of extra-active members. Do you remember “The Sleeping Clergyman’’? 


The fall of 1935 found us metamorphosed, almost unrecognizable. Was this society of super-confident, 
calmly-superior undergraduates that so efficiently put the Freshies wise, any relation to the huddling, be- 
wildered bunch of novices of a short year before? What a change! 


What we lacked in numbers we made up in enthusiasm. If we plunged the first year, what could des- 
cribe our participation the second? We were on the road up, and we explored every field that lay by 
the path. In individual development the Sophomore year is probably the most important in University, for 
then we are beginning to recognize better our own abilities, resources and limitations. We have learned 
the ‘ropes,’ we know what the score is, and as yet we have not become pessimistic and blase about the 
whole business of getting an education. Look in the records of that year, and you will find abundant 
evidence that Class "38 were really reaching out. 


The year 1936-37 found our ranks somewhat changed; students in three-year courses had suddenly 
become Seniors and their places had been taken by 1935 Freshmen in similar courses. This—our last year 
before assuming the responsibilities and cares of a graduating class—wes a gay one. Our big dream was 
the best Prom ever—we don't like to brag, but the good ship ‘‘Romance” did make a jolly trip, and many 
people said—well, we don't like to brag. 


Nor did our other activities lag for an instant. Those interests that had attached us as Freshmen, in 
which we hed really found our places as Sophomores, were carried mainly by us as Juniors. To list our 
activities in that year would be to underline those of the previous year. 


As, Seniors, we hope that we have acquired some of the dignity that we always 
believed Seniors possessed. It is a dignity engendered by a knowledge of some achieve- 
ment, of a small start towards an education, of a humble attitude towards the possible, not 
a mere inflation over accomplishment to date. At the same time we feel a growing sense 
of anticipated loneliness and regret that our days here in the midst of this pulsing, dynamic 
life are numbered. The air is electric with rumors of finals—our final finals. 


Looking back we are grateful for many things, not the least of which is the inspiration 
of Dr. Wallace’s talks to Freshmen, a memory of “‘this, our University’ that no class after 
us may have. 


We feel that, as the doors close behind us after that eventful Friday, the thirteenth, 
something of the spirit of Class "38 will stay to haunt these halls, a permanent if intangible 
bit of each of us. With us we take much more—the hope that we have learned what most 
we want in life and, above all, that we have gained the courage ‘to strive, to seek, to 
find, and not to yield.”

We now depart, not only (we hope) with open, disciplined minds, but also with human insight and 
sympathies, deepened and enriched through the comradeship of the Class of 1938. 


The evoluntionary process was slow and not always pleasant. The fallacies and prejudices in our 
freshman’s baggage were precious to us. A preliminary sprinkling of learning soon engendered sophomore 
arrogance, a cocksureness which our junior year polished into sophistication. We had an impressive air, 
although we could not be certain that we knew everything. But with our senior year, especially as the 
months grew into weeks and the weeks grew into days, our sophistication became less and our humility 
more. We now see, above all else, the immense body of truths yet to be assimilated. We now realize as 
never before the inadequacy of our equipment, and the necessity of extending the bounds of our knowledge 
until we die. 


And the more quickly the days sped by, the more reluctant we were to see them go. lt has been a 
happy life here.

ITH the passing of its second milestone 

of existence as a4 department under the 

Students’ Union organization, the Board 
of Publications has successfully graduated from the 
plastic, experimental stage into one of definite 
purpose and effectiveness. 


The Paramount purpose of the Board is to act 
in an advisory capacity on all matters pertaining 
to publications. With its membership consisting, 
as it does, of students who are at present or who 
have been in the past actively associated with 
publications on the campus, it is better qualified 
as a body to deal with problems arising out of this 
particular phase of extra-curricular activity than 
Council itself.

On the other hand if student interest and 
attendance and the number of debates sponsored are to 
count for anything, the past season has set a high mark 
for debating activity and enthusiasm. 


The executive comprised of H. J. Bishop as President, 
Lorne Ingle as Secretary, Jack Brennagh, H. J. Mac- 
Donald, David Stansfield, Ed. Lewis and Marion Williams, 
worked hard. Visiting debaters’ entertainment was 
splendidly arranged by Marion Williams, in the position of 

eee meas Social Director.

debating history this year was the sponsorship of two 

Parliamentary Debates, one in the fall and a second early 

in March. These debates, featured by overtown

HE Unversity of Alberta commenced a very active and highly successful season 
on September 16th, with the opening of pre-season training. The inter- 
faculty track meet wes held on Saturday, October 2nd, and though greeted 
by a very chilly day, there was a good turnout of both spectators and com- 

petitors. 


Individual honors went to Dick Shillington, while the Arts men took the faculty 
honors. Three records were shattered. lan Cook vaulted to a height of 6 feet to 
break his own record of 5 feet 11 inches, set in 1936, Marty Dewis bettered the 
time of his brother, Jack Dewis, in the half-mile by 2-5 of a second, running it in 
9.04 9-5, He also lowered the time in the mile to 4.54 4-5. 


The spotlight next turned to the annual W.C.LA.U. Meet held in Saskatoon 
on Thanksgiving Day, Monday, October 11th. This was destined to be a memorable 
track meet, for it inaugurated the new Griffith’s Stadium and also brought into 
competition the University of British Columbia, who sent a four-man track team. 
A bitter cold day slightly hampered the athletes, but all events were run off like 
clockwork. Alberta was represented by a ten-man team. Manitoba again won 
the Cairn's Trophy, the final score reading: Manitoba, 62; Alberta, 33; British 
Columbia, 27; and Saskatchewan, 21. The Riley Trophy for high score went 
to Marty Dewis with 11. points. 


The five-mile road race for the Kerr Trophy concluded the season and eight 
entries took the trail on a fine Saturday afternoon. Marty Dewis won the race 
in 29 minutes, 20 seconds, breaking the record of 32 minutes, 47 seconds, held by 
his brother, Jack Dewis.

NE ambition of the U. of A. Contingent, C.O.T.C., has been 
to obtain one hundred certificates in a single year. This 
objective was almost reached in 1935-36 with 94 certificates,
